There waa no diving after the un- 
fulbomable, no soarlni; for llio In- 
finite by Prof. Coatea In hib lol- 
mlrable bit of entertainment pr.-- 
sented to a pleased and peraplring 
audience at tbe M. E. Church 
South on Tuesday nlgbt. in his 
characteristic way he made him- 
self at bome witb every man and 
woman In the assembly. In doors 
and out — for many stood on the 
•idewalk and heard every word of 
hia lecture, — and when he bad fin- 
ished the regret that be had stop- 
ped too soon was general. Prof. 
Coates said he had not deridiMi 
What to talk about until be au.v 
bis rirowd. If his subject was de 
cJded by the appearance of the au- 
dience It shows tbat the apeaker ia 
something of a mind reader, for 
what be offered them was precisely 
what they wanted. It would be 
Boiuewhal , difficult to name thli 
otfBiiring of Prof. Coates' exhuber 
ant fancy. He'took up acme books 
and povma and aume aongs and 
discussed them in a very original 
and attractive way, endeavoring 
successfully, too, to determine 
wherein lay tb* sentiment tbat ap- 
pealed to the feelings, tbe emo- 
tions, of the reader and tbe bear- 
r. To help Id tbe'analyala Prof. 
Coates quoted from Bttrns, Stanton, 
Riley, Tvfaln, Stephen C. Foster, 
Allen, Dante and possibly some oth- 
ers. This wide and diversified range 
afforded bin hearera glimpses Into 
II field of literature not often per- 
niltied in the very brief Hum oc- 
cupied on thi' oiinalon under con- 
sideration. His analysis of the ai- 
'ion and the sentiment In Foater a 
"My Old Kentucky Home" was de- 
cidedly original and Intereatlng. 
bringing to light aa It did many 
thlnga hitherto uaknown to most of 
those prwent. For Instance, the 
old bome Itaelf. aa deaorlbed by 
tb* speaker is entirely different 
from the one usually brought to 
the nilnd g eyo by the sweet old 
Bong. "Weep No More, My l-ady ' 
who of UB had before Inat Tuej- 
day evening any Just conception o.' 
the true meaning qf those tender 
words? The song may not be very 
much for music, but tbe sentiment 
is pure and sweet and baa received 
new beauty by the expoaitlon made 
by Prof Coatea.

Last Sunday at four o'clock Bud 
Collins, age 22. shot and Inatantly 
killed Mack Bailey, age It, near 
th* b*ad of Uttl* Paint, thla coun- 
ty. 

It e*«u that some aeveral 
monthg ago the two young men bad 
aome bitter words over a base boll 
gams. They had no further trou- 
ble until both or them began to 
call on the same girl. The yo:ing 
woman la reported to have gone 
with Builey In preferenie to Col- 
lins, and on lust Sunday aft"! 
church refused to go with Collins 
again, when he said. "I'll kill Mack 
Bailey." 

He mounted bla mule and fired 
one shot while his revolver waa un- 
der bla coat and galloped down 
the creek. He Induced on Dennie 
Saylor to get in tbe saddle ' and 
go with him. When th^y had come 
upon Mack Bailey and his younger 
brother Taylor, age 15, and Charley 
Adams, age 1&, Collins dismounte.i 
and pulled his revolver on Mack 
Bailey, saying, "D— you if ymi 
apeak I'll shoot you." Bailey stood 
still and Collins repeated the sen- 
tence, firing the fatal shot that 
look effect over the right eye. Young 
Bailey and A(|ams took bold of Col- 
lins. Adams and young Bailey then 
releaa«d CoIIln* who then shot tt 
.^il:ims,' who fell to tbe ground and 
feigned to be killed. Collins then 
BlAr'ed after a third man when 
yAung Bailey had taken bla dead 
brother's revolver and emptied '.i 
at Collins, who ran back up the 
road. Collins bad received a stab 
In tbe l):ic k wbii h caused him to 
lose a great deal of blood. He bad his 
wound dressed Sunday afternoon at 
th- home of his L'ucle Neise Col 
llns, and made his escape Into the 
woods. He was accompanied by 
hia Uncle, Nelaon, who baa a Win- 
chester gun, and aome other frienda 
and relatives. It is reported that 
his Uncle Nelson said tbat they 
would die before they would be 
taken. 



Tbe alarm of fire about noon on 
Monday last was cauaed by the 
partial burning of the wash bouse 
In tbe rear of tbe i^roiterty on Main 
street occupied by'H. C. Sullivan. 
A man who had been taking honey 
from some beehives on the prem- 
ises hod used some bunches of 
lighted rags In bis work and had 
thrown the rags into the wash 
bouse, supposing they ' were not 
burning. Some time afterwards a 
servant had oi'casion to open tbe 
door of the building and found the 
Ini'-rinr ablaze. She gave the 
alarm and the neighbors and the 
fire departsMBt eztinguisbed the 
fire, bnt not nntU'the building was 
praetloally -mloed. Mn. Sullivan 
loat a large quantity of canned 
fnilt, jelllea and tbe like, repre- 
senting the expenditure of much 
material and physical endeavor. Tbe 
blase was a small one, but Its 
posafbilitles were large. The wash 
house was only a few feet from 
the res-'dence. a lar;? tw-t-st'^r. 
frame, and Just across a narrow al- 
ley are a number of frame resi- 
dences and business bouses endini; 
only with tbe fire wall of tbe Pierce 
building. It happened that the 
water supply was low, and the loss 
would have been very great.

Henry 
Urown, County Jailer, and Floyd 
Patrick arrested Dennie Saylor. who 
Is no% In the county jiiil owaltlng 
bis eaamliiing trial. iCddie and Fred 
Bailey, brothers of Hack Ballev. 
bave been In the saddle constantly 
since the murder. They are Infuri- 
ated over the act and want no rest 
unUI they find Oolllna. 

The shooting took place near the 
home of "Black" Or**n Adams.' 
There Is a reward of flSO for the 
arrest of Collins. — Mountaineer. 

In response to a telegram from 
the Judge of Magoffin county. R. C. 
Salyer, Acting Governor McDermott 
ordered Capl. Cisco to lake 2'i 
members of the Magoffin nillitiii 
and arrest the fugitive Collins. 

The homicide created a great 
deal of excitement In parts of Ma- 
goffin and Johnson counties. It 's 
said that tbe killing 'occurred In 
Jobnaon county. 

Tbe^ following telegram tells of 
the withdrawal of 'the troops and 
tbe reason for so doing: 

Frankfort, Ky., July 13.— M«b- 
sagea from the seat of war In Ma- 
goffin county, where twenty mem- 
bers of Company D. Second regi- 
ment, Kentucky National Gu.ird. 
have been In pursuit 'of Iliul Col- 
lins, accused of the murder of .Mm k 
Bailey were received to-duy by -Vc;- 
Ing Gov. McDermott and Col. ,!. 
Tandy Bllla, Acting Adjutant Gia; 
leral. Tbe meaaagea suted that 
tbe soldiers bave b**n relieved from 
duty, but do not state whether the 
fugltlv* waa captured.

Now he has a passion for good 
books. Before he couldn't distin- 
guish one letter of the alphabet 
from another. He knows geogra- 
phy. He has studied physiology. 
He baa mastered arithmetic. He 
can write a fluent hand. 

When he was aent up from Mingo 
county, for robbery to aerve ten 
yeara, Jordan lacked cbaracteK In 
the light of bis learning he declarea 
that he was a criminal because he 
was Ignorant. He believes now 4hat 
he will make a good citisen because 
he la educated.

My prison experience' bos prov- 
ed profitable to me," aaidi Jordan as 
he walked out of the priaon a free 
man. "I waa handicapped in my 

early youth by lack of education, 
but through tbe priaon school I 
have qualified myaelt to <earn an 

honest living." 

Owing to the fact that he was re- 
leasud on parole, Jordan did not 
gtit a choice of occupations. ' For 
the next year be la still In the 
custody of the penitentiary officials 
and during that time he will work 
on a farm at Oaptlna, whose owner 
secured his services by signing up 
the usual employment papan used 
in parole cases. 

The education of Jordan waa ac- 
complished by the "reform, not re- 
venge" policy of Warden Brown, of 
the West Virginia State Prison. The 
average prisoner who comes to the 
pen lacks education, but he may. If 
he elects, attend ^:hool during sev- 
en months of the year. When "va- 
cation" began thlB summer there 
were 150 convlcta taking advantage 
of this educational 'opportunity.

These fnil-grown men are taught 
the ruillnicnlB of learning Just as 
are children In the primary grades 
of the public schoois. Charts are 
used In teaching geography phy- 
siology, writing, arltbmetle and 
spelling.

How to Ki n aid Broo d Maj. 

The problem of getting poultry to 
market In tirst-elaaa condition, ua 
detarmined by Ita appearasce, flav- 
or, and "keeping tiuallty," la no 
longer tbe comparatively almple pro- 
pbaltlon that tha farmer or poultry 
dreaaer found It In the days when 
oltiea were amaller and could draw 
upon their environs for a large 
sliare ol the poultry whiih th-'V 
consumed. At tbe present time 
the quantities of perishable food- 
stuffs of all kinds required by tbe 
cities are so great that ibelr im- 
mediate vicinity can not supply the 
demand. Neither do the varlo'ia 
parte ot tbe country endeavor at 
the preaent time to aupply altbsr 
the quantity or the variety of perlah- 
able foods consumed In them, be- 
cause economic condltlona have 
made It advisable tor certain sec- 
tions of tbe country, especially a- 
dapted to the production of certain 
kinds of crupa. to rai.se iliese *n 
much larger amounts than are ne>-d- 
od for home consumption, and hi 
aend tbe surplus to the sections 
uonproductlon, or where a aborta^j 
prevails. Such a condition of af- 
fairs has led to the lengthening of 
tbp period between production and 
conaumptlon. In order, therefore, 
that perlahable produce ahall atiU 
reach the market In good condition. 
It must be handled In auch wise 
that deterioration will be checked aa 
far as possible. To accomplish this 
there have been developed railroad 
refrlg.raiiir cars, fast freight, cold- 
storage warehouses, and all ' that 
vast and lomplicated system on 
which depends tbe feeding of our 
populace the year round and the 
equalisation ot aeaaonal and re- 
gional overproduction. In aplta of 
thia syatam, however. It care ot the 
product at the aource ot production 
Is lacking, deterioration will occur 
before the product reachea tbe con- 
aumer. The California orange must 
b« cut from the tree carefully and 
bandlQd carefully If it la to travel 
with lafety from the Pacific States 
'.O the consumer in New 7ork. 9ha 
Oregon raspberry must be picked at 
tbe proper stage of development 
and then kept cool If it la to be 
enjoyed by the people In Mlnnea- 
polla and St. Paul. The meat rala- 
ed on our western pralrleg must be 
properly slaughtered. ohiUad, ani 
matntatnfd in a chUled condition If 
It la to teed the people ot Leu- 
don. 

Juat 'so It la with dretaed poul- 
try. It It la to reach the conaumer 
with tbe beat ot flavor and wholo- 
somenesx, tbe most attractive ap- 
pearance, and In tba best possible 
state ef preservation. It must ba 
properly raised, killed, and dressed. 
Granting that th,e chlclsen has been 
bred and fed to be a good eating 
chicken and that It Is ready for 
slaughter, the first step In the pre- 
BervBtlou of Its good q'lalitie^ la lo 
starve It for twenty-tour hours, al- 
lowing, however, a liberal supply of 
fresh, clean water during 'tbla per- 
iod. Tbe Intestines ot the bird hav- 
ing been, emptied of food, the nex( 
step In tbe dressing of market poul- 
try is the proper killing 'and bleed- 
ing of the fowl, and It Is with this 
question that the present article Is 
chiefly concerned. 

Kvideiiee* of llwl illoeding, 
A very large proportion of the 
unsightly poulliy In our markets, 
aside from the ruliliing and tearing 
of the skins, Is caused by an Incom- 
plete reiHoval of the blood. This la 
evidenced by red dots which ' fre- 
quently occur where tbe feathers 
have been removed qapeclally over 
the thigba and wiug%: or by the 
amall velna which' are sooa over 
the breast and In the'anglea of th» 
wings, or larger velna, which mar 
the appearance ot <ho neck. ' Gen- 
erally it Is the neck which -shows 
most plainly the presence of blood 



in tha fowl, or that a wrong method 
baa been used in cutting tha bloott 
veaaela 'ln an attempt to ejnpty them 
Tbe neck .is tbe tirat part 'to dla- 
color, becoming flrst ned. then bla- 
lah red or purple, and finally green 
as aging progresses. Often there 
are discolored arena on the sidus 
of the neck cloae to the head which 
look like bruiaea. Theae are com- 
monly cauaed by the killer holding 
the neck ot tha 'bird when cutting 
tbe veins, and thereby preventing 
tbe blood from escaping. Not only 
are tbe reaulta of bad bleeding ob- 
served in certain parta of the 
body, but tbe dear, brlgbi! color of 
tbe fleah tor 'which every poultry 
dreaaer triaa la never at Ita beat un- 
leaa the blood has been completely 
drained out. 

At least 30 per cent of all the 
poultry Is Incompletely bled. Hu^h 
of It la eo badly bled that It re- 
aults In u loss of from 2 to 5 per 
cent a pound, as compared with 
the correaponding poultry which la 
well bWd and in good order. Aaldo 
from tha bad appaara^c* of Incom- 
pletely bled ohlokeai, tbetr keep- 
ing propertlaa are very Inferior. 
The tleah loaea Ita tlrmneaa aoon- 
er; Ita flavor la not ao good: the 
odor ot stale tleah and'flnally ot 
putrefaction cornea aoontr: Md !n

Stndr of Blood VaaaeU of Neck and 



An anatomical atudy of the blo<>l 
vessels of tbe head and neck ' •<( 
the chicken haa been Included in 
the Investigation of the handling 
and marketing Of dreaaed poultry 
lu order to determine the beat me- 
thods of bleeding and the reasons 
for the Incomplete bleeding which 
is so prevalent. Heretofore ' there 
has been no description available 
ot the number and location of the 
larger velna 'In the neck ot a chick- 
en. This lack ot knowledge bfa 
resulted In much Indlacrtmbltte 
hacking and gaahtng ot the chick-, 
en'a mpvitb; Ml o( wtilcb In (re- 
taently doa* to hd pUrp6e*, b»-' 
cauae In apite of tbe many oOtg 
the large velna which canT *he 
blood often are not touched. 
"CutUng" to Bleed am 
to Brain. 

When the feathera are ramovod 
by scalding, the bird la klUed by 
bleeding nlone. hence the cuts lo 
sever the wins are the otlir btief 
attempted, and If the attempt tafla 
and bleeding will surely result It, 
on the other hand, dry picking la 
to be practiced, the birds are cut 
to bleed and are also stuck through 
the brain to paralyxe tbe feather 
musclea. The latter operation ia 
sometimes performed by running 
the knife under tbe eye at- au«h an 
angle that Ita point ndll touch tha 
skuU midway between the eyea and 
a little behind them; 'or the hnln- 
Ing la acnmpUahed by placing the 
knife about halfway down tbo 
groove in the rbof of the chiikeu's 
mouth, and then thrusting It up 
until the knife reachea the top of 
the skull. The knife, as In brain- 
ing under the eye, should touch 
that part of the inside of the skuil 
which lies about midway between 
the eyes. Tbe point of the knife 
should then be moved 'backward 
forward a little, ao that enough 
brain tissue may. be deatreyed ^tn 
paralyxe the bird, yet not enough 
t/> kill it Instantly. It the "out- 
aide-stlck ' method la practiced prae- 
tlcully no. blood escapes. If, on 
the other band, braining Inside of 
tbe mouth Is adopted, tbe blood 
vessels In tbe brain which are cut 
find an outlet for their contenta 
through the knife hole. Bleeding 
from theae vessels ia, under any 
rlrcumatancds. and where tbe neck 
vessels are missed the condition of 
the chicken is often greatly Im- 
proved by tbe bleeding from the 
braluv
